(Notr.—The name and title of the Club, the particular 
business and object of the Club, the number of Trustees, 
Directors or Managers, and the statement that the head- 
quarters of the Club shall be located in New York 
City, are all the provisions contained in the charter, 
and these can only be changed by having the charter 
changed, and the By-Laws must accord therewith. The 
law prescribes that any business relations entered into 
by the Club must be sanctioned or made by the Trustees 
to be legally valid, and that a majority of the Trustees, 
duly assembled, are a legal quorum of the Trustees.) 
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CONSTITUTION. 


ARTICLE I. 
NAME AND LOCATION. 

This Association shall be named the “Hupson RIVER 
YAacuT Cus.” Its Club House and Anchorage shall 
be at the foot of West 92d street and Hudson River, 
in the City of New York, County and State of New 
York. 


ARTICLE II. 
OBJECT. 
The particular business and object of this Club is 
social recreation in yachting. 


ARTICLE ITI. 
OFFICERS. 

The officers of the Club shall be a Commodore, a 
Vice-Commodore and a Rear-Commodore—each of whom 
must be a yacht owner—a Secretary, a Treasurer, a 
Measurer, a Fleet Surgeon and a Steward. 


ARTICLE IV. 
ORGANIZATION. 

There shall be a Board of ten Trustees and the officers 
of the Club, consisting of the Commodore, Vice-Commo- 
dore, Rear-Commodore, Secretary, Treasurer and Chair- 
man of the Regatta Committee, all ex-officio, except the 
ten Trustees, who shall hold no other office, and shall 
be elected to serve one year. 
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ARTICLE V. 
COMMITTEES. 

There shall be five standing committees, viz.: a Finance 
Committee, to consist of three Trustees; a House Com- 
mittee, to consist of three Trustees; a Membership 
Committee, to consist of four Trustees; a Regatta Com- 
mittee of five members, and a Law Committee of two 
members, who shall be elected by the Club. These 
committees chall be responsible to the Board of Trus- 
tees. 

ARTICLE VI. 
MEETINGS. 

Section 1. The regular meetings shall be held at 
8 o’clock P.M., on the first Tuesday of each month. 
Should these days be holidays the meeting shall take 
place the next evening. The annual meeting shall be 
held the first Tuesday in January. 


Sec. 2. Special Meetings shall be held on the re- 
quest to the Commodore of five yacht owners, or of any 
ten members over their own signatures, and in the dis- 
eretion of the Commodore. 

Sxc. 3. Ten members shall constitute a quorum. 


ARTICLE VII. 
a ELECTION OF OFFICERS, ETC. 

Section 1. The Officers, Trustees, Regatta and Law 
Committees shall be elected at the Annual Meeting, on 
one ballot, and a majority of votes shall elect. They 
shall hold office until the close of the next Annual Meet- 
ing and until their successors shall be inducted into 
office just previous to adjournment. 
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Sec. 2. If, for any reason, no election takes place at 
the Annual Meeting, a Special Meeting shall be held 
for election as soon as convenient. 


ARTICLE VIII. 
DUTIES OF TRUSTEES. 

SECTION 1. Subject to special action of the Club, the 
Trustees, through their several committees, shall have 
entire authority in the management of the affairs and 
of the finances of the Club, and shall have general con- 
trol of all its property. They shall elect all members. 
They shall make appropriations for the use of the Stand- 
ing Committees. They shall meet on the last Wednes- 
day of each month and on the call of the Commodore. 
Six members shall constitute a quorum. 

Sec. 2. At the first meeting after the Annual Meeting 
or election of the Club in each year, the Board of 
Trustees shall divide the ten members of the Board 
who have been elected as Trustees into three Standing 
Committee of three members each, except the Member- 
ship Committee which shall consist of four members, 
viz.: Finance, House and Membership Committees. 
Two members of each committee shall be a quorum. 

Sec. 3. At the first meeting above specified the 
Trustees shall appoint as many delegates to the Yacht 
Racing Association of New York as the Club may be en- 
titled to. One of such delegates shall be the Chairman 
of the Regatta Committee. This section shall be in- 
operative until such time as the Club shall reunite with 
the New York or some other Racing Association. 
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ARTICLE IX. 
DUTIES OF OFFICERS. 

Section 1. The Commodore shall command the 
squadron, preside at all meetings of the Club and of the 
Trustees, fill vacancies till the Club elect incumbents, 
call Special Meetings, appoint a Fleet Captain, who shall 
be his executive officer; a Fleet Surgeon and a Fleet 
Chaplain, and enforce all the laws and regulations. 

Sec. 2. The duties of the Commodore shall never 
be in abeyance, but in the event of his absence they shall 
all devolve upon the Flag Officer next in rank present. 
In the absence of all the Flag Officers, the senior yacht 
owner present—as attested by his roll number—shall 
Le Acting Commodore. 

Src. 3. The Secretary shall have a correct roll of the 
members and yachts of the Club; keep full records of 
the proceedings of each meeting of the Club, and of 
the Trustees; have the custody of all reports and docu- 
ments connected with the business of the Club; give 
notice of all meetings; notify members of their election 
te office, of their appointment to serve on committees, 
and of the names of their fellow committeemen; notify 
the Club of candidates for membership, and send all 
proposals for membership to the Membership Com 
mittee; promptly notify the Treasurer of the election 
of members and of the dates from which their fees are 
due; notify each member-elect of his election, furnish him 
with the Club-book of the current year; conduct the 
correspondence of the Club; promptly notify the com- 
manding officer of all matters of importance disclosed 
by the correspondence; and prepare and have printed 
the Club-book, and books of vouchers for the Standing 
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Committees, Secretary and Treasurer. He shall present 
a written report at the annual meeting, containing at 
least the total membership, with the gains and losses 
during the year, and the total receipts from fees and 
dues which his statement calls for. 

Sec. 4. The Treasurer shall have the custody of all 
leases, title deeds, evidences of value, and funds of the 
Club; collect all dues; pay to the Standing Committees 
all money appropriated by the Trustees, taking their 
receipts therefor; pay all bills when they shall have been 
passed by the Trustees and approved by the Finance 
Committee, and when accompanied by properly signed 
vouchers. He shall keep correct and ample accounts, 
and vouchers of all receipts and disbursements. He 
shall keep the members’ accounts with the Club. He 
shall immediately notify the Secretary of the receipts 
of fees and dues from new members and of the names of 
those who cease to be members of the Club through 
failure to pay their dues or otherwise. He shall notify 
members of their temporary suspension from mem- 
bership, and the time limit thereof, and also notify those 
who have been dropped from membership. He shall, 
at each meeting of the Club, and of the Trustees, make 
a report of his receipts and disbursements, with a state- 
ment of the amount and detail of bills and other indebt- 
edness remaining unpaid; of the amount of dues col- 
lected, and uncollected, and the balance of cash on hand, 
having first submitted said report to the Finance Com- 
mittee. He shall, at the annual meeting, present a 
detailed statement of the receipts and disbursements 
during the year. He shall present to the Finance Com- 
mittee, for their final examination before the annual 
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meeting, his accounts and vouchers and all the Club 
property in his hands, including a certificate of de- 
posit for any money in the bank. He shall, when re- 
quested, be present at any meeting of the Finance Com- 
mittee, with such books and papers as are required 
by said committee, and give such information as they 
may desire. 

Sec. 5. The Measurer, when officially requested, shall 
measure any yacht and report the measurement to the 
Regatta Committee, and also to the Secretary. 


ARTICLE X. 
DUTIES OF TRUSTEES AND STANDING COMMITTEES. 

SecTION 1. The Finance Committee shall audit all 
bills against the Club; shall examine all reports and 
statements relating to the finances of the Club, and shall 
exercise a general supervision over same. They shall 
prepare and have ready for inspection at each meeting 
of the Trustees, and the Club, a general statement of 
the financial status of the Club. They shall examine 
the Treasurer’s accounts and reports and certify to 
the correctness of same, before they can be accepted 
by the Trustees or the Club proper. They shall meet 
at least once a month, and as often as occasion may 
require. They may delegate their powers to their chair- 
man, who with a Flag Officer in command may constitute 
a quorum, otherwise two members shall constitute a 
quorum. 

Sec. 2. The House Committee shall have the spe- 
cial management and control of the tocal property—the 
house, docks, floats, boats, buoys, and beacons of the Club 
—and shall make rules for the use of the same consistent 
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with the Constitution and By-laws. Shall employ one or 
more boatmen, who must be competent sailors, whose 
first duty shall be to see to the safety and care of all 
yachts and boats not provided with crews; shall em- 
ploy, govern and discharge all necessary Club servants; 
shall buy all supplies; shall receive and redress com- 
plaints, and shall fix penalties for violations of the rules, 
and enforce the same. An appeal may be taken from 
their decision to the Trustees. This committee shall 
meet at least once a month during the yachting season, 
and may delegate its powers to its Chairman. 

Sec 3. The Membership Committee shall promptly 
inquire into the character and standing of each mem- 
ber proposed for membership, and report the result of 
such inquiry to the Trustees. 

Sec. 4. The Regatta Committee shall have full direc- 
tion and control of all races sailed under the auspices 
of the Club, subject only to its rules, with power to act 
by sub-committee, substitute or assistant. At the first 
meeting they shall elect a Chairman, a Secretary, and 
the Chairman shall become ew-officio, a member of the 
Board of Trustees. 

Sec. 5. The Law Committee shall act as counsel to 
the Club. 

Sec. 6. All Standing Committees, except the Law 
Committee, shall regularly organize by the election 
of a Chairman and Secretary, and shall keep minutes 
of their proceedings in suitable books, to be provided 
by and be the property of the Club. They shall submit 
tc the Trustees estimates of the appropriations required 
for their work, and the appropriations made by the 
Trustees shall not be exceeded. They shall present 
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reports, as circumstances will permit, to all regular 
meetings of the Board of Trustees, and shall present 
a complete report to tne December meeting of the Board. 
The Trustees, in their discretion, may direct this re- 
port to be presented at the Annual Meeting of the 
Club. . 

Sec. 7. The Commodore shall be ew-officio a member 
oi every committee. 

Sec. 8. At the November meeting of the Board of 
Trustees a Special Nominating Committee of three, 
’ who shall be members of the Club and are not mem- 
bers of the Board of Trustees, shall be appointed. This 
committee shall present to the Board of Trustees, at 
the December meeting, the names of candidates for 
positions to be filled at the Annual Meeting of the Club. 
These nominations shall be sent to the members of 
the Club with the notice of the Annual Meeting. This 
section will not exclude nominations made in any 
other way, but no member who is in arrears for dues 
or otherwise, shall be eligible to office. 


ARTICLE XI. 
DEBT. 

No indebtedness shall be incurred on behalf of the 
Club, unless an appropriation has been made, nor in 
excess of such appropriation. No appropriation shall 
be made in excess of the money in treasury not other- 
wise appropriated. 

ARTICLE XII. 

All improvements and alterations to Club property, 
etc., involving an expenditure of $25.00 or more, must be 
approved by the Trustees and be done by contract; 
two or more estimates for the work being submitted. 
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ARTICLE XIII. 
LIFE MEMBERS. 

Any member who shall have been a member of this 
Club in good standing for twenty years, shall upon hig 
declaration to this effect and his furnishing the neces- 
sary data to the Club, be declared a Life Member. Such 
Life Members shall be exempt from paying monthly dues 
and their rights and privileges shall be the same as 
the regular members. 


ARTICLE XIV. 
CLUB SIGNAL. 

Section 1. The Club Burgee shall be triangular, 
the width two-thirds of the length, having a white 
triangle with blue star in centre at halyard, one point 
of triangle to be at each grommet, the third point to 
extend into the centre of burgee cne-third the entire 
length of burgee, the remaining part to be divided hori- 
zontally in centre. the upper half red, with white star 
in centre, and the lower half blue, also with white star 
in centre. 

Sec. 2. The Night Signal shall be a red, a white and 
red light swung to halyards in the above order, 


ARTICLE XY. 
BROAD PENNANTS. 

SecTIoN 1. The Commodore’s Pennant shall be a 
broad rectangular pennant, the hoist to be two-thirds 
of the length, with blue field. The device on same 
to be three White Stars. 

Src. 2. The Vice-Commodore’s Pennant shall be the 
same as that of the Commodore’s, substituting a red field 
for the blue and three White Stars. 
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Src. 3. The Rear-Commodore’s Pennant shall be the 
same as that of the Commodore, substituting a white 
field instead of the blue, and three Blue Stars. 

Sec. 4. The Acting-Commodore’s Pennant shall be 
the same as that of the Commodore, omitting the stars. 

Sec. 5. The Fleet Captain’s Pennant shall be the 
same as that of the Acting-Commodore, with the addi- 
tion of a White Star in the upper left hand corner. 


ARTICLE XVI. 
REGATTAS. 

Section 1. There shall be an Annual Regatta, the 
date of which shall be named at the February meeting 
of the Club. 

Sec. 2. Other regattas may be held in the discretion 
of the Regatta Committee, who shall decide all pre- 
liminary questions, including the giving and receiving 
of invitations. 


ARTICLE XVII. 
AMENDMENTS. 

This Constitution may be amended by a two thirda 
vote of all present at any meeting of the Club. The 
proposed amendment having been stated in the call for 
the meeting, on the written request to the Secretary 
of any ten members. 
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BY-LAWS. 


ARTICLE LI. 
NOTICES. 

SECTION 1. Notices of every meeting shall be sent 
to each member of the Club at least five days previous. 
thereto. 

Sec. 2. Notices of Special Meetings shall state in 
detail the objects to be brought up for action and no 
other action may be considered. 

Src. 3. Proposals for membership, if any are in the 
Secretary’s hands, shall be posted on the bulletin board 
at the Club House seven days previous to the Board of 
Trustees’ meeting, and protests will be received by the 
Membership Committee up to such Board of Trustees’ 
meeting. Members may also be elected at Special Meet- 
ings of the Board of Trustees; the proposals having 
been posted seven days previously. 

Sec. 4. Notices of open regattas in other Clubs, and 
all notices from May to October inclusive, shall be 
posted in the Club House.

ARTICLE III. 
VOTING. 

All members, whether yacht owners or not, shall be 
entitled to vote at all elections and upon every ques- 
tion, except such as directly affect the racing rules, 
regattas, or the government of yachts. In such cases 
each yacht shall be entitled to one vote only, to be cast 
by the owner in person; but no member, by reason of 
owning more than one yacht, shall be entitled to more 
than one vote. 

ARTICLE IV. 
ELECTION OF MEMBERS. 

SecTION 1. Candidates for membership must _ be 
proposed and seconded in writing, over their own sig- 
natures, and must be personally known to both pro- 
poser and seconder. The proposal must contain the 
full name, address, occupation and general qualifica- 
tions for membership of the candidate, must be sent to 
the Secretary and be accompanied with initiation fee; 
the same to be returned to candidate, in case he is 
rejected. 

Sec. 2. Any woman owning a yacht is eligible for 
election to the Club as Flag Member, and shall, upon 
election, pay annual dues but no initiation fee. Such 
membership shall continue only during the period of 
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yacht ownership, and carries only the following privi- 
leges: The right to fly the Club burgee; to enter yachts 
in Club races, and the use of the Club House and float. 

Sec. 3 All candidates, having been reported upon 
by the Membership Committee, shall be balloted for 
by the Trustees, and two black balls shall exclude. 

Sec. 4. No candidate, who shall have been black- 
balled shall be again proposed for membership for a 
period of six months. 

Sec. 5. Every candidate previous to his election to 
membership shall be required to sign a blank “Agreeing 
to abide by and to uphold the Constitution and By-laws 
of the Hupson River YacutT CuLvus.” 


ARTICLE V. 
DISCIPLINE. 

SecTION 1. Upon written complaint of one member 
against another (for any misconduct other than an in- ~ 
fraction of the Racing Rules), or upon its own initiative 
in suspicious circumstances, the House Committee shall 
promptly investigate the matter, allowing the accused 
person to appear in his own defense. 

Sec. 2. If, in the judgment of the House Committee, 
the matter requires action, the fact shall be certified 
to the Flag Officers and the Trustees as judges, who 
shall pass upon them and give a decision. It shall be 
competent for the judges to inflict any penalty up to 
expulsion from the Club by a vote of six judges. 

Sec. 3. An appeal from the decision of the judges 
may be taken to the Club, but the decision shall stand 
unless rejected by a two-third vote of the Club.

ARTICLE VI. 
RESIGNATION. 

Section 1. Any member in good standing, not in 
arrears, nor indebted to the Club, may resign his mem- 
bership by written notice to the Secretary, who shall 
report the resignation at the next meeting of the 
Trustees. 

Sec. 2. The rights and interests of any member 
in the property and privileges of the Club shall cease 
with the termination of his membership in any manner. 


ARTICLE VII. 
DUES. 

Section 1. The initiation fee shall be five ($5) 
dollars. 

Sec. 2. Hach member shall pay a monthly due of 
one dollar at the regular meeting in each month, in 
advance. 

Sec. 3. No initiation fees or dues shall be required 
of the Fleet Chaplain. 

Sec. 4. Whenever a member shall be three months 
in arrears, the Treasurer shall send him a note by 
registered mail, in which shall be incorporated a copy 
of this section of the By-laws. If the dues of such 
members are not paid within one month thereafter, he 
shall be reported by the Treasurer as delinquent at 
the next regular meeting of the Trustees. The Trustees 
shall then declare the membership of such delinquent 
forfeited, unless by unanimous consent of those present, 
a further extension of time be granted, not to exceed 
two months, and if at the expiration of the further 
extension of time the indebtedness be not paid in full, 
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there shall be no further extension or suspension, but 
the Board of Trustees shall declare the membership 
forfeited. 

Sec. 5. Members absent from the State during the 
entire yachting season—trom the first day of April 
to the first day of November—shall be exempt from 
payment of dues, provided they notify the Secretary 
in writing of their proposed absence. 

Sec. 6. There shall be no assessments made, nor 
subscriptions solicited. 

Sec. 7. Whenever a member shall be in arrears for 
dues for three months, the Treasurer shall post such 
member’s name with the amount due, on the Bulletin 
Board at the Club House and it shall remain so posted 
until the dues are paid or member dropped from the 
rolls of the Club. 


ARTICLE VIII. 
ROLL NUMBER. 

Each member shall be assigned a number in the 
order of his election, to be advanced as older mem- 
bers disappear from the roster. If he be a yacht 
owner, his seniority shall be determined by this num- 
ber. 

ARTICLE IX. 
HONORARY MEMBERS. 

Section 1. The Trustees may present to the Club 
at any of its meetings for election as an Honorary 
Member, the name of any person who may have ren- 
dered the Club important services and benefits, or whom, 
for any reason they may see fit thus to honor. The 
election of Honorary Members shall be by ballot, and 
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two-thirds of the whole number of votes cast shall be 
necessary to elect. 

Sec. 2. Honorary Members may be deprived of 
their honorary membership by a two-thirds vote at any 
meeting of the Club. 

Sec. 3. Honorary Members shall be entitled to all 
the privileges of the Club, except voting and holding 
office. 

ARTICLE X. 
ENROLLMENT. 

Section 1. Every yacht owned or controlled wholly 
or in part, in good faith, by a member or members 
of this Club, may be enrolled in the squadron of the 
Club upon its owner filing with the Secretary a de- 
scription thereof, containing its name, rig, dimensions 
and whether keel or centre-board, with the names of 
its designer and builder, and time and place of build- 
ing (so far as known), together with his private 
signal. 

Sec. 2. Any member parting with or permanently 
altering the rig or model of a yacht enrolled in the 
Club, or changing his private signal, shail give notice 
thereof to the Secretary. 

Sec. 3. No yacht which is not enrolled in the Club 
shall entitle its owner to vote. 


ARTICLE XI. 
GAMBLING AND GAMES. 

No round games or games of chance for money, shall 
be played on the Club premises, and there shall be no 
public betting thereupon. No games of any kind shall 
be played between midnight and sunrise. 
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ARTICLE XII. 
CAP AND CAP ORNAMENTS. 

The Club cap shall be of blue or white cloth, with 
the crown projecting beyond the brim, and with a 
crescentic visor of cloth or patent leather. It may 
be made with a visor like projection behind to protect 
the head. The ornaments shall be as follows: 

For ComMoporE—Two crossed foul anchors one and 
three-eights inches in length, with flukes down, em- 
broidered in gold; at their intersection, and raised, 
a disk five-eights of an inch in diameter, showing Club 
burgee on halyard and staff, the disk surrounded by 
narrow gold bullion, and a gold star one-half an inch in 
diameter at each end of and one above the device, with 
a space of three-sixteenths of an inch between the de- 
vice and stars; to be worn on band. 

For VicE-CoMMopoRE—Same as for Commodore, 
omitting the star above device. 

For REAR-COMMODORE—Same as for Commodore, omit- 
ting the two stars at ends of device. 

For SEcRETARY—Same as for Commodore, omitting 
stars; with letter “S” in silver one-half inch long, in 
Old English above device. 

For TREASURER—Same as for Secretary, substituting 
letter “T.” 

For MrAsSuRER—Same as for Secretary, substituting 
letter “M.” 

For FiLreet Surceon—Same as for Secretary, sub- 
stituting letters “F. 8.” 

For FLeet CAprain—Same as for Secretary, sub- 
stituting letters “I. C.” 

For CLuB CHAPLAIN—Same as for Secretary, sub- 
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stituting silver cross above device, three-quarters of 
an inch in height. 

For YacHT OwnEeR—Same as for Commodore, omit- 
ting stars. 

For Non-YACHT OWNER—Same as for Yacht Owner, 
omitting one anchor, and remaining anchor to be up- 
right. 

The Club Badge shall consist of an enameled Club 
Signal, surrounded by an enameled border containing 
the name of the Club. The Club Lapel Button shall 
be a silver button, with an anchor and an enameled 
Club Signal. 

ARTICLE XIII. 
UNIFORMS. 

Coat: double breasted sack coat of navy blue cloth 
or flannel, with three large black buttons on each side, 
equally spread. Waistcoat of navy blue cloth or 
flannel, with six small black buttons. Trousers, of navy 
blue cloth or flannel, or white duck or flannel. Scarf, 
dlack silk. 

SLEEVE ORNAMENTS. 

Commodore, Vice-Commodore and Rear-Commodore 
—Four stripes of heavy, black mohair braid one-half 
an inch apart, the upper stripe ending in trefoil, the 
lower stripe to be placed on cuff seam. 

' Secretary, Treasurer, Measurer, Fleet Surgeon and 
Fleet Captain—Same as above, having only three stripes 
instead of four. 

Yacht Owner—Same as for Commodore, having but two 
stripes instead of four. 

Non-Yacht Owner—Trefoil on cuff seam of heavy, 
black mohair braid. 
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ARTICLE XIV. 
CLUB BOOK. 

The Secretary shall each year recommend to the Trus- 
tees the printing of a Club Book, containing the Constitu- 
tion and By-Laws, a list of the officers and committees 
of the Club, a roster of the members and their roll num- 
ber; also, a list of the yachts enrolled in the fleet with 
full particulars, and such other matters as the Club or 
Trustees may direct. 


ARTICLE XV. 
COMPENSATIONS. 
The monthly dues of the Secretary, Treasurer and 
Steward shall be remitted. 


ARTICLE XVI. 
RULES OF THE CLUB HOUSE. 

SecTIon 1. The Club House shall be open till mid- 
night daily while the Club is in commission and during 
the balance of the year at the discretion of the House 
Committee. 

Sec. 2. A member may introduce guests accom- 
panied by him to the Club House and docks. Any gen- 
tleman not residing in the vicinity may be admitted 
to the privileges of the Club for a period not exceed- 
ing two weeks, and not more than once during the sea- 
son, upon application by a member to the House Com- 
mittee, and the issuing by them of a visitor’s card. 
Members introducing strangers will be held responsible 
for their conduct. 

Sec. 3. Property of the Club must not be used or 
removed without permission of the House Committee, 
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and if injured or lost must be made good or paid for 
by the member responsible for the damage. 

Sec. 4. Ladies may be admitted to the privileges 
of the Club House on regatta days, and on other days 
at the discretion of the Board of Trustees. 

Sec. 5. Entertainments at the Club House may be 
authorized at the discretion of the Trustees. Such 
entertainments being under the auspices of the Club. 
Notices of entertainments to be held shall be sent to 
each member at least three days prior. 

Sec. 6. The lockers belong to the Club, and can 
only be occupied by members on the following con- 
ditions: 

Firstly, to deposit Two Dollars with the Vreasurer in 
advance, at the first monthly meeting in April of each 
year, which sum is a security for rental for one year, 
or for such part thereof as the occupant may remain 
in possession thereof. . 

Secondly, that the occupant of the locker shall vacate 
the same within ten days after ceasing to be a member, 
or at any time after the Club has resolved that the 
occupant shall give it up. In either case, the Treasurer 
shall notify the occupant to remove the contents within 
said ten days, and if not so removed the Club shall 
not be responsible for the contents and shall have the 
right to remove the same. The proportionate amount 
of the Two Dollars shall be returned to occupants who 
give up or are dispossessed from lockers before the year 
is up. 

ARTICLE XVII. 
AMENDMENTS. 
These By-Laws may be altered or amended by a two- 
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thirds vote of all present at any meeting of the Club, 
the proposed amendments having been stated in the 
call for the meeting. 


ARTICLE XVIII. 
SUSPENSION OF BY-LAWS. 

These By-Laws, or any one or more of them, may 
be suspended at any meeting by a majority vote of the 
members present. Such suspension must expire with 
the meeting at which it is ordered. 
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RACING RULES. 
HUDSON RIVER YACHT CLUB. 


Rute i. From the time of giving the preparatory 
signal, the Rules of this Club shall govern all the 
races. 

RULE 2. The regattas shall be sailed over either of 
the two following courses, as the Regatta Committee may 
order: 

lst. Twenty miles Straight Course: From the start- 
ing line between the Club House and a Stake Boat, 
anchored about 500 feet westerly from the Club House, 
thence to and around a stakeboat aachored about 
500 feet Northwest from Yonkers Corinthian Yacht 
Club, leaving same on port hand, thence to the starting 
line and finish, leaving the stakeboat on starboard hand. 

For the small class, start as above, thence to a 
Stake Boat anchored one mile above Spuyten Duyvil 
(on the New York shore), leaving the same on the port 
hand, thence to the starting line. Finish as above. 

2d. Triangular Course: Starting line off the Club 
House as above, thence to and around a _ stakeboat 
anchored. about 100 feet east of pier line on New Jersey 
side of the river, opposite and on a line with 127th 
street; thence to and around a Stake Boat anchored 
in the same location, opposite and on a line with 79th 
street; thence to the starting line. Distance, five miles;

three times around for the large classes, twice around for 
the small classes. All stakeboats to be left on the 
port hand when rounding, from start to finish. 

Rute 3. Yachts during a Regatta must keep their 
bowsprits down and in their proper places, and the tack 
ot their jib fast; after the start no taking in, or boom- 
ing out of ballast shall be allowed. Each yacht must 
bring back the same persons with which it started, 
and not take in any during a race. All ceilings, seats 
and fixtures, must be kept on board and in their proper 
places, during the Regatta. 

Rute 4. Nothing but the hand lead and line shall 
be used in sounding. 

Rute 5. Any yacht touching any boat, buoy or flag 
used to mark out the course, shall forfeit all claim to 
the prize, except as specified by Rule 16. 

Rute 6. A yacht running ashore shall not be 
allowed to push off or use any other means except 
sails. 

RuLE 7. Anchoring will be allowed during a Regatta, 
but no means allowed to propel a yacht except sails; 
no yachts allowed to hold on, cling fast or drop their 
boards on the bottom during the Regatta with the in- 
tention of holding on. 

RuLE 8. Yachts on the port tack must invariably 
give way to those on the starboard tack, and in all 
cases where a doubt of the possibility of the yacht on 
the port tack weathering the one on the starboard tack 
shall exist, the yacht on the port tack shall give way. 
If the other yacht keep her course and run into her the 
owner of the yacht on the port tack shall forfeit aJ? 
claim to the prize. 
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Rute 9. Any yacht in bearing away or altering her 
course to leeward, and thereby compelling another yacht 
tc bear away to avoid a collision, shall forfeit all chaim 
to the prize, except when two yachts are approaching 
a windward shore, buoy, or stakeboat together, with 
a free wind, and so close to each other that the weather- 
most cannot bear away clear of the leewardmost, and by 
standing on further would be in danger of running 
ashore, or touching said buoy or stakeboat, such leeward- 
most yacht on being requested to bear away, is im- 
mediately to comply, and will torfeit all claim to the 
prize by not so doing; the weathermost yacht must, 
however, in this case bear away at the same time as 
the one she hails, if she can do so without coming in 
contact. | 

Rute 10. Where two yachts by the wind are ap- 
proaching the shore, buoy or stakeboat together, and 
so close, that the leewardmost cannot tack clear of the 
windwardmost, and by standing on further would be 
in danger of running ashore, or touching such buoy 
or stakeboat, such weathermost yacht on being re- 
quested to put about, is immediately to comply, and 
forfeit all claim to the prize by not so doing; the lee- 
wardmost yacht must, in this case, however, tack at 
the same moment as the one she hails, if she can do so 
without coming in contact. 

Rue 11. When rounding a mark, stakeboat or buoy, 
the yacht nearest thereto shall be considered the head- 
most boat; and should any other yacht that is in the 
Regatta compel a yacht nearer any stakeboat or buoy, 
to touch the said stakeboat or buoy, the yacht so com- 
pelling her shall forfeit all claim to the prize, the yacht 
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so compelled to touch a stakeboat or buoy, shall not 
suffer any penalty therefor. 

Rute 12. Yachts going free must invariably give 
way to those by the wind on either tack. 

Rute 18. A competent person shall be placed by 
the Regatta Committee on board of each stakeboat to 
make observations, and in the event of any information 
being required, he may be examined by the Judges for 
that purpose. 

Rute 14. Any yacht having cause for complaint 
must make a protest in writing immediately after the 
race, which shall be decided by the Regatta Committee 
after such inquiries as they may consider necessary. 
Their decision shall be final. They may also dis- 
qualify, without a protest, any yacht should it come to 
their knowledge that said yacht has committed a breach 
of the rules. If the measurement, or correctness of 
data furnished of any competing yacht be called in 
question, the measurer of the Club, on direction of the 
Regatta Committee, shall go on board and make such 
measurement or examinations as the Regatta Committee 
may require. Should this involve expense, the same 
shall be borne by the protestant if protest is found to 
be not justified, and if justified the Club shall bear it. 

RULE 15. In all disputes only one person from each 
boat shall testify before the Regatta Committee. The 
Committee shall report violations of these rules to 
the Club, and the Club may order punishment at its 
discretion. 

Rute 16. A prize shall not be awarded to any yacht 
which shall have broken any of these Sailing Regula- 
tions, nor shall a prize be due to any class except the 
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distance shall have been performed by the winning boat 
of its class in seven hours; one boat making it shall 
make a race for all. 

Rute 17. Should any race not be made within the 
time specified or for any other cause, the Regatta 
Committee shall have power to order the same to be re- 
sailed on any subsequent date. 
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U. S. NAVIGATION LAWS. 


Note: Standing on a vessel’s deck, looking toward 
the bow, the left hand is port and the right hand is © 
starboard. A sailing vessel having the wind on its 
side is said to be on a “tack,” and the “tack” is called 
port or starboard according to side of vessel which is 
toward the wind. The left or port light of a vessel is red, 
and the right or starboard green; this is easily memo- 
rized by the following: “Left port, port wine is red.” 

Sec. 4233. The following rules for preventing col- 
lisions on the water, shall be followed in the navigation 
of vessels of the Navy and of the mercantile marine 
of the United States. 


STEAM AND SAIL VESSELS. 

RULE 1. Every steam vessel which is under sail, and 
not under steam, shall be considered a sail vessel; and 
every steam vessel which is under steam, whether under 
sail or not, shall be considered a steam vessel. 


LIGHTS. 
Rute 2. The lights mentioned in the following 
rules, and no others, shall be carried in all weathers 
between sunset and sunrise. 
RULE 3. All ocean-going steamers, and steamers 
carrying sail, shall, when under way, carry: 
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(a) At the foremast head a bright white light of 
such a character as to be visible on a dark night, with 
a clear atmosphere, at a distance of at least five miles, 
and so constructed as to show a uniform and unbroken 
light over an are of the horizon of twenty points of 
the compass, and so fixed as to throw the light ten points 
om each side of the vessel, namely from right ahead to 
two abaft the beam on either side. 

(6) On the starboard side, a green light, of such 
a character as to be visibie on a dark night, with a 
clear atmosphere, at a distance of at least two miles, 
and so constructed as to show a uniform and unbroken 
light over an are of the horizon of ten points of the 
compass, and so fixed as to throw the light from right 
ahead to two points abaft the beam on the starboard 
side. 

(c) On the port side, a red light, of such a char- 
acter as to be visible on a dark night, with a clear 
atmosphere, at a distance of at least two miles, and 
so constructed as to show a uniform and unbroken 
light over an are of the horizon of ten points of the 
compass, and so fixed as to throw the light from right 
ahead to two points abaft the beam on the port side. 

The green and red lights shall be fitted with inboard 
screens, projecting at least three feet forward from 
the lights, so as to prevent them from being seen across 
the bow. 

RuLeE 4. Steam vessels, when towing other vessels, 
shall carry two bright white mast-head lights vertically, 
in addition to their side lights, so as to distinguish 
them from other steam vessels. Hach of these mast- 
head lights shall be of the same character and con- 
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struction as the mast-head lights prescribed by Rule 3. 

Rute 5. All steam vessels, other than ocean-going 
steamers and steamers carrying sail, shall, when under 
way, carry on the port and starboard sides, lights of the 
same character and construction and in the same posi- 
tion as are prescribed for side-lights by Rule 3. 

(Rule 6 refers to vessels in the Gulf of Mexico.) 

Rute 7. All coasting steam vessels, and steam 
vessels other than ferryboats and vessels otherwise 
expressly provided for, navigating the bays, lakes, 
rivers, or other inland waters of the United States, ex- 
cept those mentioned in Rule 6, shall carry the red 
and green lights, as prescribed for ocean-going steamers; 
and, in addition thereto, a central arrange of two white 
lughts; the after-light being carried at an elevation of 
at least fifteen feet above the light at the head of the 
vessel. The head-light shall be so constructed as to 
show a good light through twenty points of the com- 
pass, namely: From right ahead to two points abaft the 
beam on either side of the vessels and the after-light 
so as to show all around the horizon. The lights for 
ferryboats shall be regulated by such rules as the board 
of supervising inspectors of steam vessels shall pre- 
scribe. 

Rute 8. Sail vessels under way, or being towed, 
shall carry the same lights as steam vessels wader way, 
with the exception of the white mast-head lights, which 
they shall never carry. 

RULE 9. Whenever, as in case of small vessels during 
bad weather, the green and red lights cannot be fixed, 
these lights shall be kept on deck, on their respective 
sides of the vessel, ready for instant exhibition and 
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shall, on the approach of or to other vessels, be ex- 
hibited on their respective sides in sufficient time 
to prevent collision, in such manner as to make them 
most visible, and so that the green light shall not be seen 
on the port side, nor the red light on the starboard side 
To make the use of these portable lights more certain 
and easy, they shall be painted outside with the color 
of the light respectively contained and shall be pro- 
vided with suitable screens. 

RuLE 10. All vessels, whether steam vessels or sail 
vessels, when at anchor in roadsteads or fairways, shall, 
between sunset and sunrise, exhibit where it can best 
be seen, but at a height not exceeding twenty feet above 
the hull, a white light in a globular lantern of eight 
inches in diameter, and so constructed as to show a 
clear, uniform and unbroken light, visible all around 
the horizon and at a distance of at least one mile. 

-Ruie 11. Sailing pilot vessels shall not carry the 
lights required for other sailing vessels, but shall carry 
a white light at the mast-head, visible all around the 
horizon, and shall also exhibit a flare-up light every 
fifteen minutes. 

Rute 12. Coal-boats, trading-boats, produce-boats, 
canal-boats, oyster-boats, fishing-boats, rafts, or other 
water craft, navigating any bay, harbor or river, by 
hand-power, horse-power, sail, or by the current of the 
river, or which shall be anchored or moored in or near 
the channel or fairway of any bay, harbor or river, 
shall carry one or more good white lights, which shall 
be placed in such manner as shall be prescribed by the 
board of supervising inspectors of steam vesels. 

RULE 13. Open boats shall not be required to carry 
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the side lights required for other vessels, but shall, if 
they do not carry such lights, carry a lantern having 
a green slide on one side, and a red slide on the other 
side; and on the approach of or to other vessels, such 
lantern shall be exhibited in sufficient time to prevent 
collision, and in such a manner that the green light 
shall not be seen on the port side, nor the red light 
on the starboard side. Open boats, when at anchor 
or stationary, shall exhibit a bright white light. They 
shall not, however, be prevented a flare-up, in addition, 
if considered expedient. 


FOG SIGNALS. 

Rute 15. Whenever there is a fog, or thick weather, 
whether by day or night, fog-signals shall be used as 
follows: 

(a) Steam vessels under way shall sound a steam 
whistle placed before the funnel, not less than eight 
feet from the deck, at intervals of not more than one 
minute. 

(6) Sail vessels under way shall sound a foghorn 
at intervals of not more than five minutes. One blast 
when sailing on starboard tack, two when on port tack, 
three when running free, and when anchored sound bell 
or similar instrument. 

(c) Steam vessels and sail vessels, when not under 
way, shall sound a bell at intervals of not more than 
five minutes. 

(d) Coal-boats, trading-boats, produce-boats, canal- 
boats, oyster-boats, fishing-boats, rafts, or other water- 
craft, navigating any bay, harbor, or river by hand- 
power, horse-power, sail, or by the current of the river,

or anchored or moored in or near the channel or fairway 
of any bay, harbor or river, and not in any port, shall 
sound a foghorn, or equivalent signal, which shall make 
a sound equal to a steam-whistle at intervals of not 
more than two minutes. 


STEERING AND SAILING RULES. 

Rute 16. If two sail-vessels are meeting with end 
on, or nearly end on, so as to involve risk of collision, 
the helms of both shall be put to port, so that each 
may pass on the port side of the other. 

Rute 17. When two sail-vessels are crossing so 
as to involve risk of collision, then, if they have the 
wind on different sides, the vessel with the wind on 
the port side shall keep out of the way of the vessel 
with the wind on the starboard side, except in the case 
in) which the vessel with the wind on the port side is 
<iose-hauled, and the other vessel free, in which case the 
latter vessel shall keep out of the way. But if they 
have the wind on the same side, or if one of them has 
the wind aft, the vessel which is to windward shall 
keep out of the way of the vessel which is to leeward. 

Rute 18, If two vessels under steam are meeting 
end on, or nearly end on, so as to involve risk of col- 
lision, the helms of both shall be put to port, so that 
each may pass on the port side of the other. 

Rute 19. If two vessels under steam are crossing 
$0 as to involve risk of collision, the vessel which has 
the other on her own starboard side shall keep out of 
the way of the other. 

Rute 20. If two vessels, cne of which is a sail- 
vessel and the other a steam-vessel, are proceeding 
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in such directions as to involve risk of collision, the 
steam-vessel shall keep out of the way of the sail- 
vessel. 

RvuLE 21. Every steam-vessel, when approaching 
another vessel, so as to involve risk of collision, shall 
slacken her speed, or if necessary, stop and reverse; 
and every steam-vessel shall, when in a fog, go at a 
moderate speed. 

RULE 22. Every vessel overtaking any other vessel 
shall keep out of the way of the last-mentioned 
vessel. 

RULE 23. Where, by Rules 17, 19, 20, and 22, one 
of two vessels shall keep out of the way, the other shall 
keep her course, subject to the qualifications of Rule 24. 

Rute 24. In construing and obeying these rules, 
due regard must be had to all dangers of navigation, 
and to any special circumstances which may exist in @ 
particular case rendering a departure from them neces- 
sary in order to avoid immediate danger. 

Src. 4234. Collectors, or other chief officers of the 
customs, shall require all sail-vessels to be furnished 
with proper signal lights, and every such vessel shall, 
on the approach of any steam-vessel during the night 
time, show a lighted torch upon that point or quarter 
to which such steam-vessel shall be approaching. Every 
such vessel that shall be navigated without complying 
with the provisions of this and the preceding section, 
shall be liable to a penalty of two hundred dollars, 
one-half to go to the informer; for which sum the vessel 
8) navigated shall be liable, and may be seized and 
proceeded against by way of libel, in any District 
Court of the United States having jurisdiction of the 
offense. 
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BUOYS, BEACONS, ETC. 


In conformity with Section 4,678 of the Revised 
Statutes of the United States, the following order is 
observed in coloring and numbering the buoys along the 
coast, or in bays, harbors, sounds or channels, viz: 

1. In approaching the channel, etc., from seaward, 
RED BUOYS with EVEN NUMBERS will be found on the 
STARBOARD side of the channel, and must be left on the 
STARBOARD hand in passing in. 

2. In approaching the channel, etc., from seaward, 
BLACK BUOYS with ODD NUMBERS will be found on the 
PorT side of the channel, and must be left on the Port 
hand in passing in. 

3. Buoys painted with RED and BLACK HORIZONTAL 
STRIPES will be found on OBSTRUCTIONS, with channel- 
ways on either side of them, and may be left on either 
hand in passing in. 

4, Buoys painted with WHITE and BLACK PERPEN- 
DICULAR STRIPES will be found in MID-CHANNEL, and 
must be passed close to avoid danger. 

All other distinguishing marks to buoys will be in 
addition to the foregoing, and may be employed to 
mark particular spots, a description of which will be 
given in the printed list of buoys issued by the Light 
House Board. 

Perches, with balls, cages, etc., will, when placed on 
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buoys, be at turning points, the color and number 1n- 
dicating on what side they shall be passed. 

Different channels in the same bay, sound, river 
or harbor, will be marked, as far as practicable, by 
different descriptions of buoys. Principal channels 
will be marked by nun buoys; secondary channels, by 
can buoys; and minor channels by spar buoys. Where 
there is but one channel, nun buoys properly painted 
and numbered, are usually placed on the starboard 
side, and can buoys on the port side of it. 

Day-beacons, stakes and spindles (except such as 
are on the sides of channels, which will be colored 
like buoys), are constructed and distinguished with 
special reference to each locality, and particularly 
in regard to the background upon which they are pro- 
jected. 
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REGISTRY OF YACHTS. 


Yachts under 20 tons C.H. require no papers of any 
sort. They are not covered by law in any way, and 
providing they do not engage in trade or in the carry- 
ing of passengers, cannot be mulcted or molested for 
want of documents of any sort. For the same reason 
names of small yachts may be changed at will, without 
legal formalities. In short, they fall in the same cate- 
gory in the eyes of the law with rowboats or sail- 
boats. 

The statutes of the United States require no registry, 
enrollment, or license for yacht or any other kind of 
vessel, whether under or above twenty tons burden, 
if not engaged in trade. But if an “undocumented” 
vessel (that is, a vessel neither registered, enrolled, nor 
licensed), engages in trade, she is liable to the payment 
at every arrival in a domestic port, of an alien ton- 
nage tax of $1.30 per ton. (See Sections 4,219, 4,225 
and 4,371 of the Revised Statutes.) 

There is a provision in the statutes for the licens- 
ing of yachts (Section 4,214, R.S.,) but unfortunately 
this privilege is extended only to such yachts as can 
in technical language be “enrolled,” that is, to yachts 
of twenty tons burden, or above that measurement. 
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Such a license bestows no privilege of carrying goods or 
passengers for pay, though it exempts the yacht from 
the trouble and expense of entering and clearing at 
a custom house. A yacht thus licensed may be com- 
missioned to sail for pleasure. The license and the 
commission are the only documents issued to yachts, 
and they are issued only to yachts of twenty tons burden 
or of more than that capacity. 
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
